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I Former Cloiirail engineer 
has record of threats

. A Media man arrested Tuesday on 
charges of threatening to derail 
Conrail trains is a disabled former 
locomotive engineer, who was angry 
over the outcome of a federal lawsuit 
he had filed against the rail line, 
and, court records show, who was 
under a court order for similar 
threats made last year. 

Dennis J. Crawford was arrested 
by the FBI on Feb. 26, 1988, according 
to court records, after sending let^ 
ters to U.S. District Judge Thomas N. 
O’Neill Jr. and to U.S. Supreme Court 
.Justice William H. Rehnquist warn- 
ing of “extreme revenge” and "im- 
pending catastrophe” if what Craw- 
ford said were the terms of an out-of- 
court settlement in his 1983 suit were 
not enforced. 

Federal prosecutors dropped the 
1988 charge of mailing threatening 
Communications after Crawford 
signed a "pretrial diversion” agree- 
ment for first offenders, filed last 
September. The twtf-year agreement 
prohibited Crawford from harassing 
O’Neill, who presided in Crawford’s 
civil suit, or any Conrail officials 
involved in the litigation. 

Beginning in March, however, re- 
cords show that O’Neill and Conrail 
officials began receiving a new series 
of anonymous postcards threatening to 
derail Conrail and Amtrak trains with 
homemade derailers made from large 
ifon machinist vises, 

■ Despite a warning visitby the FBI in 
the summer, during which Crawford 
.allegedly confessed to sending the 
threats and then voluntarily checked 
himself into a psychiatric center for a 
short time, Conrail Chairman James 
A. Hagen received another threaten- 
ing postcard Sept. 20. 

‘ The 11-line card, according to a ■ 
photocopy included with Crawford’s 
arrest warrant and affidavit filed by 
■fhe FBI with U.S. Magistrate Peter B. 
Scuderi, read, “Two ‘warning shots’ " 
and then listed two Amtrak railroad 
hiileposts. The card also included the 
words “Machinist vise,” the name, 
“Bruce B. Wilson,” Conrail’s senior 
Vice president for law, and the de- 


mand, “One million now OR hun- 
dreds of millions in lawsuits.” The 
postcard closed with the lines: “Abso- 
lutely nothing to lose. Next time it’s 
for real — and it will happen!” 
Crawford, 37, of the 100 block of 
Woodhill Lane, was being held with- 
out bail pending a detention hearing 
at 2 p.m. today before Scuderi. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Lee J. Dobkin 
yesterday filed a petition asking that i 
Crawford be denied bail and impris- 
oned pending trial, noting that Craw- 
ford was already under a court order, 
that he had confessed to sending the 
threatening notes and that investiga- 
tors had found three vises blocldng 
railroad tracks in Maryland where the 
notes had said they would be. No trains 
were derailed. 

“Crawford’s past release by the au- 
thorities appears, if anything, to 
have emboldened him,” Dobkin 
wrote in his petition. “It is difficult 
to conceive of any more direct and 
ominous threat to the safety of the 
community than the release, under 
any circumstances, of an individual 
intent on placing derailing devices 
on well-traveled train lines.” 

Court records portray Crawford as a 
man disenchanted by the four-year 
legal process to resolve his civil suit 
against Conrail and Amtrak and then 
embittered against O’Neill, his lawyer 
and Conrail officials when he be- 
lieved that the railroad had reneged 
on part of his out-of-court settlement. 

Although court files of the 1983 civil 
suit were not readily available yester- 
day, Robert M. Ross, a lawyer who 
represented Crawford, said yesterday 
that Crawford had injured his knee 
while climbing aboard a locomotive, 
was permanently disabled and had 
sued Conrail and Amtrak for damages. 

Ross, who was threatened by Craw- 
ford in a Sept. 23, 1987, letter to O’Neill, 
declined to comment further. 

In the letter, which became part of 
the 1988 charge against Crawford, 
Crawford said that Conrail had paid 
him $100,000 in damages, but had not 
carried out two other parts of the 
settlement: keeping his name on the 
locomotive engineers seniority list 
and finding him a suitable alterna- 
tive job with the railroad.

I have completed my examination of the materials you caused to 
be transmitted in connection with your investigation regarding 
the captioned subject. 

Mr. Crawford does appear to have been rather bruised by the 
system. I have no information regarding the merits of his 
claims against his former employer, but it is apparent that Mr. 
Crawford, at least, perceives himself to have justifiable 
grievances. There is little doubt in my mind that Mr. Crawford 
would be fully capable of sending the anonymous materials. 
Certainly the style and content of these anonymous communica- 
tions match those of the known materials. However, I am not so 
certain that Mr. Crawford is capable of acting upon his 
threats. Certainly, the level of his resentments is very high, 
but at the same time, all of his communications, including the 
earlier anonymous ones express ideation which reflects 
awareness of the consequences of his behavior and control over 
his actions. Apparently, his employers began to keep Mr. 
Crawford under close and, apparently, quite obvious surveil- 
lance. It is difficult to say how much of his behavior might 
have been reactive rather than provoked without fuller 
information. Obviously, we may assume that during this period 
when Mr. Crawford was the object of his employer's suspicions, 
we may assume that they no longer were interested in 
accommodating his settlement wishes. On the other hand, his 
demeanor quite clearly was such as to put off any of the 
attorneys from whom he sought help. One infers that his para- 
noid impulses became disablingly virulent. 

It is difficult to imagine what Mr. Crawford sought to gain 
from his rather transparent efforts at punishing those whom he 
felt had wronged him. In my opinion, he intended that all of 
his adversaries would know who was mailing the anonymous

materials. At the outset, he imagined that his protection lay 
in the disclaimers of intention which he appended to these 
documents. Later when his fantasies of retribution began to 
take more explicit shape, these disclaimers became less rooted 
in reality and more wishful in form. However, the threats 
still are cast as auguries rather than statements of inten- 
tions. They take the form of words of desperation and 
conflict, but I believe them still to be more notional than 
real. He is, to confuse metaphors, a very loose cannon, but 
his train still has its cars attached. Whether or not he keeps 
his head, I fear, depends more upon the actions of his adver- 
saries than upon his own marginal controls. He strikes me as 
being at his limits, seeking a push to resolve his conflict and 
daring someone to challenge his sincerity. 

It would seem to me that some sort of benevolent intervention 
would be more effective in resolving this conflict than further 
escalation of the hostilities.

attended class. CRAWFORD indicated that he typed and sent this letter 
last Monday. 

CRAWFORD Stated that the trains that he attempted to derail 
were mostly passenger trains and that he chose those particular tracks 
because they are heavily traveled. CRAWFORD advised that he had been 
in the engineering training program for CONRAIL and that he had 
operated trains during this training. CRAWFORD also indicated that 
two weeks before he attempted to derail the train that he had written 
a letter to the U.S. Attorney in Philadelphia, MICHAEL BAYLSON, asking 
him to rescind the pretrial diversion and to stand trial for a case he 
had been involved in earlier regarding sending letters to U.S. 

District Court Judge THOMAS O'NEIL. CRAWFORD stated that he also sent 
letters to President BUSH, Attorney General THORNBURGH, Senator ARLEN 
SPECTOR, and Senator JOSEPH BIDEN regarding his desire to stand trial. 
CRAWFORD advised that he sent all these letters certified mail but 
that he heard back from no one except Senator BIDEN who advised him 
that he must take his complaint to someone else. CRAWFORD stated that 
he would never have tried to derail a train if he were put on trial. 
CRAWFORD i ndicated that he wants his day in court and that he wants 
O'NEIL and I to testify or at least apologize regarding his civil 
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suit against CONRAIL. CRAWFORD becaitie visibly upset at this time, 
began crying, and stated that he was disgusted with himself that he 
had tried to derail a train. CRAWFORD indicated that he felt terrible 
and at the time toat he put the vices on the aforementioned railroad 
tracks that he did not feel like he was part of the human race. 
CRAWFORD stated that he never wanted any money and that even if he had 
gotten money he would still have killed himself. CRAWFORD also 
advised that he placed the vices in such a way that he hoped they 
would be noticed and removed so that no one would have been hurt. 
CRAWFORD stated that he hoped that if the vices would have been 
noticed that he would have been confronted and then he would have had 
it out with the authorities. CRAWFORD then said "what did you people 
ejjpect me to do." 

Upon arrival at the Philadelphia Office of the FBI, CRAWFORD 
photographed and fingerprinted and also signed form FD-395 which 
had been read to him earlier and which he had read to himself. 

CRAWFORD was then escorted to the U.S. Marshal's Office in 
Philadelphia where he was housed awaiting an arraignment.
